THE ULTIMATUM 


Algiers Radio disclosed last night 
the terms of the ultimatum which 
General Spaatz sent to the Com- 
mander of Pantelleria. It was 
addressed ‘‘To His Excellency the 
Governor and Commander of the 
Italian garrison on Pantelleria,’’ 
and read :— 

“Your Excellency—In the name 
of General Eisenhower, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Allied Forces in 
North Africa, I have ordered that 
the bombing should be suspended 
for six hours in order that the fol- 
lowing message should reach you :— 

“1—The C.-in-C. invites you 
to cease all resistance and te 
order the forces under your com- 
mand to surrender to the Allied 
forces in order to prevent further 
bloodshed. 

‘‘2—If your Excellency refuses to 
accept this invitation bombing will 
start again on a far larger scale and 
will continue up to the moment when 
all resistance will cease. 

““3—I take the liberty to add a 
personal.appeal. Your Excellency 
must know as well as I do 
that resistance under _ present 
circumstances would’ be. hope- 
less for’ Pantelleria in spite of 
all heroism on the part 
of the garrison.

Fair victory oí is the first great 
alr victory of its sort in any 
_ war. For the first time in 
military history a land fortress has 
capitulated to the air without 
assault by land forces. The island 
was taken virtually without the loss 
of a single soldier or sailor—a 
striking demonstration of the 
economy of air attack, says a P.A. 
Air Correspondent. 

The island’s defences were battered 
down one hy one—first heavy gun 
emplacements, then the airfield and 
numerous aircraft on the ground, 
then ships in the harbour, and gun 
emplacements. 

Finally a complete blockade by 
air and sea was achieved. The last 
battery on the island was silenced

The Allies can Jaunch 
attacks from the bases which thé 
Axis used for its submarines and 
E-boats, and form its airfield and 
underground hangars.

The best interests of this country, 
he insisted, would be served by 
paying less attention to poll- 
tics and more to the essen- 
tial needs of the country. No country 
in the world had such fertile soil 
or better livestock, and when he 
left office the agricultural exports 
of this country were equal to all 
we could consume at home. Now, 
after eleven years of Fianna Fail 
administration they found that 
their agricultural produce had gone 
down in value and in quantity to 
such an extent that; far from 
having a big exportable surplus, we 
had a shortage of buttér, bacon, 
suger and potatoes. 

Mr. de Valera had said that the 
country would be in a stronger posi- 
tion under a single party Govern- 
ment, but they had nothing from 
his party Government during the 
war but whispers and statements 
about the difficulties and dangers 
we were in and the catastrophies 
that threatened us—the kind of 
statements which were calculated to 
weaken the morale of the Irish 
people. 


LESSONS LEARNED 

Twenty-one years ago, when the 
proposal was made in the Dail that 
we should come to terms with the 
British Government, the men who 
formed the present Government 
opposed that settlement,: and they 
had since lived to learn the error 
of their ways. After the establish- 
ment of the State they refused to 
come into the Dail for five years. 
They learned the error of that and 
came in, and after five years in 
opposition they were returned to 
power, In 1932 they entered into an 
economic conflict with the British, 
and, in his opinion, that conflict 
was more anti-British than pro- 
Irish. ‘‘ Now they tell us that the 
best interests of the country will 
be served by having good and 
cordial relations with the.

-NOT IMPOSSIBLE 
Any Government standing before 
the people now should come to them 
when seeking office with a definite 
programme for the reduction of the 
unemployed.

Eire’s Freedom 


Mr. Oscar Traynor, Minister for 
Defence, speaking at Marino 
Church, Fairview, last night, said

Weather

M “ea Irish poetry is re- 


called the accuracy of its 
[Spe reports. Very few of us are 


prepared to admit t we spend 
most of our days in dim northern 
twilight. We ignore the fact that 
our misty landscape gleams feebly, 
even during many months of sum- 
mer, under the reflected light of 
water and cloud. But, in order to 
discover the obvious facts of our 
chilly, changeable climate, our poets 
were forced to explore mythology 
and collect the remnants of folk lore. 
Waiting patiently by rath and 
mound at twilight to perceive the 
glimngering forms of the last fairies, 
they discovered indirectly the mist 
and the rain. 

This imaginative discovery of our 
daily weather meant a complete 
break with English poetic tradition. 
For centuries the sun has shone 
steadily through English lyrical 
poetry, as if some imperial .hand had 
stayed it in the heavens. Glanc- 
ing through Palgrave’s ‘‘ Golden 
Treasury ” a stranger might fancy 
that he was sunning himself in the 
Garden of the esperides. The 
themes of English poetry have rarely 
been indigenous, and so, with Greek 
mythology and Renaissance stories, 
was borrowed the sunshine of Hellas 
and Italy. The skies through which 
Shelley's famous Cloud moves, with 
its occasional sea-changes and moun- 
tain-changes are the almost perfect 
blue skies of the Mediterranean. 
Such a cloud ecould never be 
responsible for the grey mists that 
hide the Mersey or the morning rains 
seeping through the woods of 
Warwickshire. Charlotte Bronte, 
moved by Irish restlessness, revolted 
against the myth of perpetual sun- 
shine. The rain lashes against the 
windows through which she peered 
at the dim northern moors. — But 
she spoke in prose. 

Havin 
the Elgin marbles were borrowed, 
English poets have been slow to 
relinquish it. In consequence, there 
is not even one example of a rainy 
day in English lyric poetry as 
accurate or poignant as Verlaine’s 
famous poem of the rainy streets of 
Paris. There are certainly no poems 
as chilly and atmospheric’ as 
Verhaeren’s description of the plains 
of East Flanders. Here are some 
lines translated by Amy Lowell :— 


Through their rotten dikes 

The rivers burst over the meadows 

Where the drowned grain floats: 

The wind slaps alders and walnut trees. 

" Ominously, half-submerged in water. 

The great. black oxen bellow to the 
tortured heavens. 

Evening comes with its shadowe. 

And the plains and the coppices are 
clogged with them. 

And always there is the rain, 

The long rain. 

Fine and dense like soot. 


When English critics found 
vagueness in the early poetry of 
Yeats and A.E., they “were in- 
fluericed, to some extent, by their 
own obstinate belief in a static 
English climate and a consequent 
clarity of contours. Yet what 
appeared vague to these critics was 
often as delicate and accurate in its 
shading and blending as the work of 
the Impressionists. Not one of 
these critics or their successors had 
ever noticed that the early poems 
of A.E.. apart from their 
symbolic meaning, are practically 
all successive descriptions of 
Irish skies: accurate transcripts 
of our ever-changing, moisture- 
laden atmosphere. The cloud colours 
are transitory, fleeting, vanishing 
into the mist and shadows of our 
Northern climate. 

Its edges foamed with amethyst and 
rose, 
i once more the old blue 
flower of day; 

There where the ether like a diamond 


glows 

Its petals fade away. 

A shadowy tumult stirs the dusky air; 
Sparkle the delicate dews, the distant 

_ snows. 

Lines such as the following by 
A.E. give one a clear idea of this 
poetic sky-watching :— 
The twinkling mists of green and gold 
Afloat in the abyss of air, 

From out the window high and old 
We waiched together there. 

The monstrous fabric of the town 
Lay black below; the cries of pain 

Came to our ears from up and down 
Tho dimly-lighted lane. 

It is significant that Yeats’s well- 
known, patriotic poem, “Red 
Hanrahan’s Song about Ireland,” 
should be a perfect description of our 
wild and damp climate: 

The wind has bundled up the 
clouds high over Knocknarea. And 
again. in one matchless line. the 
folk-phrase that is so often on our 
lips, “a soft day,” is defined once 
and for all:— 

For the wet winds are blowing out 
of the clinging air. There has been 
a certain exhilaration in all this 
escape from the English sun-myth, 
this persistent cxp'oration in otr 
poetry of our own peculiar climate.

Russians, because of his de- 

tached scepticism, Turgeniev 

has seemed either, at worst, a 
frustrated, melancholy Hamlet; or, 
at best, a lyrist gone cynical. Most 
Westerners, unconcerned about his 
political views—which have, in any 
case, now lost their topical interest 
—would, I imagine, accept the 
**melancholy ” of the first, and the 
‘‘hyrist’’ of the second; but we feel 
the lyricism so strongly that the 
melancholy all but vanishes, and we 
are left with a poet of youth, and 
Spring, and courage, and faith: and 
if these things do inevitably meet the 
rost of life, well—we do not blame 
Turgeniev for that.

Hardy The % 


Novelist 


By Maurice James Craig 


Hardy the Novelist. By Lord 
David Cecil. Constable. 7/6 net. 


ORD DAVID CECIL’S book is 
&“ exactly the right length. “This 

may appear a curious line of com- 
mendation ; yet it gives the clue to 
his achievement. It was originally 
delivered as the Clark Lectures in 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
the double limitation of length and 
style which that condition imposed 
has stimulated the author to doing 
more in 150 pages than a lesser 
critic could have done in 300. How- 
ever much he may have chafed at 
those restrictions, he and his 
readers must be grateful for them 
now. 
One might have expected the 
author of ‘Early Victorian 
Novelists”’ to be good on Hardy. 
The brilliant analysis of ‘‘ Wuther- 
ing Heights ” in that book promises 
well for “The Return of the 
Native.”’ But one would hardly 
expect an author. compelled to 
divide his subject into sections on 
“ His Scone,” ' His Power,” ‘“‘ His 
Art.” “His Weaknes.” and so 
forth. to convey such a sense of the 
essential unity of his subject; but 
within this framework he builds up 
for us the picture of what Hardy 
does, how good he is at doing it, 
how in detail it is done, how fre- 
quently he fails, and, above all, how 
utterly unimportant those failures 
are. 
There is no question of cutting 
the losses and quietly ignoring those 
books in which Hardy is most con- 
spicuously ham-handed. ‘‘ The Well- 
Beloved,’ ‘‘A  Laodicean,.’” “A 
Group of Noble Dames.’’ Nothing 
is easier than to mock, as Moore 
mocked the last of those books. 
To mock them, or to apologise 
for them—both approaches show that 


the critic has missed the point of 


Hardy. Writers are to be known 
most profitably by their limitations, 
and such knowledge is positive, not 
negative. They define those I:mita- 
tions themselves (if they are impey 
fect writers) by transgressing them 
and failing Lord David has not set 
aside a chapter for the distasteful 
task of admitting that Hardy had 
his faults, and rehearsing a few 
examples He has used his oppor- 
tunity creatively. 

Besides the obvious and agreed 
failures, he has the courage to tell 
what seems to me the truth about 
“ Tess ' and '“Jude.” Lord David 
is not dazzled by prestige. He does 
not himself agree with Hardy’s view 
of the universe, but he lets us see 
how integral a part it is of Hardy's 
tragic method. fn the last two books 
pessimism has got out of hand. The 
view is the same, but it has become 
tyrannical. It is not the view, but 
its tyranny, to which the critic 
objects. ! 
He sees that Hardy comes to 
blame people, instead of the forces of 
fate. But he does not make the 
same mistake himself. He does not 
altogether blame Hardy. With great 
economy of means, he fixes Hardy's 
unique position in the history of the 
novel as the last great writer in a 
poetic tradition, dependent on 
natural compensations for his 
balance. The poetic compensation 1s 
there all right m ‘‘ Tess,’’ bu@ Hardy 
has begun to abuse it; in ‘‘ Jude ” 
he has cut it out altogether. After 
that he wisely conserved it by writ- 
ing only in verse.

'“low-life ” characters are directly 
linked with Shakespeare’s. But 
throughout the pervading sense 1s 


The 
case is: so securely clinched that we 
have no difficulty in assenting when 
he says of Henchard’s will (at the 
end of “The Mayor of Caster- 
bridge ') : “ He has achieved his ptr- 
pose of giving a novel the imagina- 
tive force of poetry — and the 
highest poetry, the poetry of the 
book of Job.” A few- years later 
not even Hardy could do that. 

As an instance of Lord David's 
method at its best. I would draw 
attention to the analysis of the dis- 
parity of motive and plot in ‘‘ Two 
on a Tower.” This failure raises 
the poetic issue as none of the 
successful novels could. Three well- 
chosen quotations from the poetry 
are all he can allow himself in 
pursuit of this line of thought. 
Perhaps he will give-us a similar 
volume on Hardy the Poet. 

The only inatcuracy I have been 
able, to find in a critic whose facts 
are unfailingly at his finger-tips, 
is that the Melancholy Hussar, in 
“Wessex Tales,” is not hanged, 
but shot. Accidental circumstance, 
as Lord David would agree, is 
lable to be very important where 
Hardy is concerned, :
